Here are some

If the d rin kin g places alread y es­ 
tablished were so apportion ed there 
would be on e for every group of 80 
in habitan ts. 
In some d istricts d rin kin g places 
are so thickly placed that there is 1 
for every 17 person s. 
Drin kin g places sprin g up a t the 
rate of six a d ay . 
More alcoholic 
d rin k, 
In clud in g 
win es, is con sumed in Fran ce than 
in an y other n ation 
in the 
en tire 
world . 
In the form of spirits alon e it Is 
estimated th a t $236,000,000 worth 
was d run k in Fran ce d urin g the y ear 
1911. 
“Complete prohibition 
is bey on d 
the wild est d reams of an y 
Fren ch 
temperan ce reformer," say s 
Hen ri, 
Schmid t, who is author of the 
bill 
about to come before the house 
of 
d eputies, “ an d the most we can hope 
at presen t is to forbid the open in g 
of an y n ew saloon s. By refusin g to 
gran t n ew' licen ses, we hope in 
the 
course of time as some of the pres­ 
en t d rin kin g places fail or cease to 
exist for other reason s, to red uce the 
average of d rin kin g places to on e for 
two hun d red in habitan ts. We shall 
n ot, however, try to preven t the open 
in g of restauran ts where d rin k 
Is 
sold with meals. 
“ But even with such a mild an ti- 
alcoholic measure as this is likely to 
meet with opposition in parliamen t. 
How d ifficult it Is to pass tem per­ 
an ce legislation in Fran ce may 
be 
jud ged from the fact that in 1912 
but 126 out of 800 d eputies voted in 
favor of a mild er bill which origin ­ 
ated in the sen ate 
an d wras tw?elve

Decrease Not Real. 
"By including revenues correctlv as­ 
signa ble to the period prior to Ju.y 1, 
1909, in its income for 1910 the St. 
Paul overstated its income for the lat­ 
ter year by more than $ 5 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 
“ Had the income for 1910 been cor­ 
rectly 
stated 
the 
income

would have shown a comparative in­ 
crease of about $2,800,000 instead of a 
decrease 
of 
$2,000,000, 
which 
was 
falsely ascribed to inability to obtain 
increased rates and to increased cost 
of labor. 
“Instead of increasing labor cost for 
the road actually decreased about $50,- 
000, according to reports made to the 
commission. 
"Reducing its charge for depreda­ 
tion resulted in an inflation of the 
P»get Sound's net income of approxi­ 
mately $500,000 a year.

While criticising and condemning

Going After High Officials. 
Violations of the commission’s sys­ 
tem 
of accounting, the report con­ 
tinued, were explained by the St. Paul 
company as due to negligence, inat­ 
tention and lack of familiarity with 
the system on the part of the road’s 
controller and bis subordinates. 
No 
penalties have been invoked because 
the commission regarded its account­ 
ing system as in the formative stage, 
but in the future penalties will be im­ 
posed for violations of this system 
and the accounting officer and other 
higher officials will be held account 
able for the failure of carriers to com­ 
ply. 
The St. Paul and Puget Sound roads 
have promised to see that their books 
are properly kept in the future. 
Stock Sells Off.
